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Superintendent's  Report 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Bethlehem: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  to  you  my  annual 
report  relative  to  your  schools. 

We  were  very  fortunate  this  past  year  in  that  there 
were  no  changes  in  the  faculty  in  the  Bethlehem  School. 

The  total  enrollment  for  the  school  year  1953-1954 
was  160  which  is  an  increase  of  21  over  the  previous 
year.  Of  this  number  41  were  registered  in  the  high 
school.  The  total  enrollment  to  date  this  year  is  151. 
Of  this  number  36  are  registered  in  the  high  school. 

During  the  summer  the  walls  and  ceiling  in  the  high 
school  recitation  room  were  painted.  Walls  in  the  junior 
high  room  were  redecorated  and  ceilings  in  the  locker 
rooms  and  toilets  were  painted  along  with  the  fire  doors 
and  door  frames  in  the  corridors.  By  following  a  regular 
schedule,  the  building  is  kept  in  very  good  condition. 

The  report  of  the  school  nurse  shows  that  140  pupils 
were  examined  for  height,  weight  and  vision.  Forty- 
two  were  given  vision  tests.  Forty-five  pupils  were  ex- 
amined by  the  doctor,  thirty  were  given  test  for  tuber- 
culosis, one  received  chest  x-ray,  three  orthopedic  tests 
and  thirty-five  received  laboratory  tests.  Defects  found 
by  the  doctor  included  eyes  10,  tonsils  and  adenoids  9, 
glands  1,  and  orthopedic  3.  Defects  found  by  the  school 
nurse  included  hearing  18,  posture  2,  teeth  36.  Practi- 
cally all  of  the  defects  were  seen  or  treated  by  the 
family  physician.  . 

Monthly  dental  clinics  were  held  at  which  14  chil- 
dren received  treatment.  Two  orthopedic  clinics  were 
held  and  one  pre-school  clinic. 

A  three  day  workshop  in  the  Improvement  of  Read- 
ing was  held  during  the  first  three  days  of  the  school 
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year  and  was  most  helpful  to  teachers  in  both  elemen- 
ary  and  secondary  grades.  Speakers  and  consultants  for 
this  workshop  included  Mrs.  Marie  A.  Capron,  Director 
of  Elementary  School  Services,  State  Department  of 
Education ;  Miss  Mary  Jane  Jack,  Reading  Consultant 
for  Scott  Foresman  Company ;  Miss  Marion  K.  Seavey, 
Instructor  of  Elementary  Education,  Plymouth  Teach- 
ers College;  Mr.  Norton  R.  Bagley,  Instructor  of  Eng- 
lish, Plymouth  Teachers  College,  and  Austin  Olney, 
Professor  of  Visual  Education,  University  of  New 
Hampshire. 

The  penny  milk  program  is  being  continued  and  on 
December  1  the  school  lunch  program  was  started. 
During  the  month  of  December  1,751  pupil  lunches 
were  served.  In  January  2,230  lunches  were  served.  Mrs. 
Ethel  Sanson  was  appointed  school  lunch  operator  and 
has  been  assisted  by  pupils  and  interested  mothers. 

In  September,  Mr.  George  McLure  and  an  assistant 
were  employed  to  give  band  instruction  in  the  school. 
Eighteen  pupils  have  availed  themselves  of  this  op- 
portunity. Instruction  is  given  once  each  week  and  the 
group  has  been  transported  to  Franconia  regularly  to 
play  with  the  pupils  of  Dow  Academy.  This  program 
has  been  carried  on  this  year  and  financed  out  of  the 
regular  budget  that  was  prepared  before  the  request 
for  the  band  was  made.  Mr.  McLure  has  informed  me 
that  if  the  program  is  to  be  carried  on  another  year 
more  money  will  be  necessary  than  was  available  this 
year.  I  believe  that  since  a  sizeable  sum  is  needed  that 
a  special  article  should  be  inserted  in  the  school  war- 
rant calling  for  an  appropriation  to  meet  this  expense. 
The  sum  called  for  will  be  approximately  $1,800.00. 

Your  school  has  continued  to  use  the  University  of 
New  Hampshire  testing  service  in  the  upper  grades 
each  year,  while  our  own  testing  program  provides  for 
the  administration  of  mental  maturity  tests  in  the  odd 
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numbered  grades  each  year,  and  achievement  tests  in 
the  basic  skills  in  all  elementary  grades  every  year. 

The  statistical  report,  list  of  teachers  and  calendar 
for  next  year  are  found  on  separate  pages  of  this  re- 
port. 

Fire  insurance  coverage  on  the  school  building  was 
increased  again  this  past  year  and  is  now  set  at 
$200,000.00.  This  figure  seems  to  be  more  in  line  with 
actual  replacement  costs  than  the  previous  figure  of 
$160,000.00. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation 
to  the  citizens  of  Bethlehem,  the  school  board,  teaching 
staff  and  other  district  officers  for  their  continued  co- 
operation.
